— We have been, by the Order of the Commo-

‘ 4200 of them in two Sloops, two Schooners, a large 
‘ Sbailop, end about 60 large Canoes. After a warm En- 
‘ gagement, we drove afhore the Shalop and Canoes, 
¢ and chuced the Sloops and schooners into a {mall River, 
‘ where we block’d them up tour Days. How many 
‘ we kill’d and wounded ts uncertain; we fiw fome le 
‘ dead on the Shore, and others im ping away ; but we 
‘hope we have prevented their Defiga of gong to 
« Louisbourg, whither they were bound. 
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His Majefty’s Ship Eltham, befites feveral other Ve 
fels, are arrived here fince our lait. from Cape Bretog 
with a great Number of the late French Iabubitencs of 
that Place. 

By thefe Vefl-ls we have the forrowful News, that on 
the 4th Inft. the orave Cap .
